Wliat is He Driving at ? 

It iippeai-s tliiit tho Junior Monibor tor 
tliis city been iiniiorluuing Sir Jolin 
A. Mncdoimld to tell whether foreign vcs- 
aels hnvo a right to imvigiito our " inland 
coast waters, and particularly to naTignto 
Jolinson Sljrait and the inland water 
routes along tlio Northwest Coast of the 
FroTinoe between Queen Oharlotte Sound 
and 54 cleg. 40min. north latitude." What 
if the Minister of Justice should decide 
that they have no right ? Is it i)ropoHC!d 
to exclude foreign vessels from tiieso 
■waters? And, if so, why V The iViuori- 
cans now make these waters the higlnyav 
to tlieir possessions in Alaska. In doing 
tliis thoy take our coal, wood, &o., luiil 
apoud no iucousidcrablo sums of nionoy 
in our seaporl towns. Tliey do not. they 
cannot ougago in our coustiny trade and. 
consequently, do not come in conipotilion 
wiUi our own people in any way whatso- 
ever. Why, then, should they bo banish- 
ed from these waters and compelled to 
take tho "outside track"? Surely no- 
tlung so spiteful and suicidal is contem- 
plated. Is the oliject to confer the right 
or iirivilege, if they havo it not ? If so, 
we Bay, " Let well alona." Why inter- 
medSe where it can do no good and may 
do harm? Again, the Junior Member is 
found advocating tho "Independence of 
Canada." His own organ says ho is "ac- 
quiring some notoriety" on tliat subject; 
and yet, paradoxical enough, it complains 
that tho newspapers didn't think it wortli 
while to report him. Oue feels at a loss 
to know where the " notoriety " comes in. 
But it occurs to us to ask whether our re- 
presentatives go all the way to Ottawa 
merely for tho purpose of gaining person- 
al "notoriety" upon Utopian vagaries; 
or do we senil them to attend to matters 
of a more useful and xjractical nature? 
We imagine that gentleman's agricultural 
oo&stituenta woald have better approciat- 
'ed'his service's if he had sought "notorie- 
ty" in the advocacy of a i)olicy calculated 
to encourage and protect thorn. Yet it 
would appear that, during tlio long and 
important debate on that subject, he ne- 
ver opened his moutli, while we find 
strangers standing up and advocating the 
rights and interests of the farmers on 
Vancouver Island. Then again, wo find a 
great flourish of trumpets about his hav- 
ing obtained for certain settlers on San 
Juan Island the right ot free entry into 
British Columbia. This wonderful 
achievement was duly trumpeted in his 
own organ, and an account of it sent to 
a Grit paper published at Montreal. A 
few days ago we mentioned the fact of 
those settlers having enjoyed that right 
prior to, and altogether irrespective of, 
any intervention on tho part of our junior 
representative— that thoy had tho distinct 
assurance of tho Collector to tliat cfToct. 
Yesterday the organ published Mr. Bon- 
ohette's reply. In that reply the preco- 
cious statesman (!) is told what ho ought 
to have known, and what the settlers 
themselves know months ago, viz: "tliat 
as emigrants coming to reside in Canada, 
they will bo entitled to tho free admission 
of tlieir farming .stock and personal effects 
of all kindu, upon taking the usual oath 
on passing the free entry." Next, we find 
him pursuing the leader of the Govern- 
ment with all manner of questions re- 
specting tho Pacific Eailway, its route, 
•woHtern terminus, and tho treatniont of 
its land."!, tho answers to -which, if answer- 
ed at all, could only be of such an in- 
tftUHoly diplomatic nature as to be utterly 
valueless. Such things may possibly 
gaiu a little "cheap popularity;" but 
Burely it must bo very choai) and evanes- 
cent. In those ob.sorvations wc distinctly 
disclaim any wish to belittle any one of 
Qur representatives at Ottawa. Tho solo 
object is, if possible, to encourage and 
promote tho practical and useful, by 
discouraging and e.\.posing the bogus and 
nonsensical. As a rule, the British Col- 
umbia Delegation are not noted as "talk- 
ists;" but, for the most part, when they do 
speak tho generally say something.

Siibseiiuontly McHr.itii "eoniin'ii- 
satod" thodead man's relati\ us by giving 
them blankets, and tho matter rested thoro 
until Mr. Sullivan went up in the Otter 
to arrosthim. 

t)n the way down with his prisoner, 
Sullivan overhauled aud Bcarehod an In- 
dian canoe in which ho found several 
drunken Hiwashes and sonio eans of li- 
i\\uii-. In attempting to eontiscato tho 
"grog" the Siwaslios tired at liim several 
times with their gnus, and the Superin- 
tendent narrowly escaped with his life 
and was compelled to fly. 

These aro tho Indians tliat tho Snperin- 
tendi'ut, after his visit to Comox, jiro- 
nouncod so affoutiouato aud peneeahK' that 
a ])olieemau was iinnoccssarv thi' leni^th 
and breadth of the coast. Whilu dfinv- 
eatiiig the ai.'t of slinotiiig, v.-e are ghul to 
learn that he has been the first to realize 
tho utter folly and stupidity of his report 
and the unhappy results of the Govern- 
ment policy irbich ho was sent up oxiiress- 
ly to "whitewash" at Provincial es]>ense.
